FUTUKE OF JAVa THA. 


» INTERESTING PROPHECY BY 
‘BRITISH EXPERTS, 
‘In an interesting reference to Java toa 
Messrs. Brooke,.Kond & .Co., of London, 
write in their annual review of the ‘tea 
trade:—A. considerable ‘expansion in the 
Java crop wag anticipated this year, but 
owing to the protracted drought. in 1914 
the merease was much smaller than was.

total exports for the year amount to near- 
ty. 75,000,000 lbs, against about 65,000,000 
Ibs, in 1913-1914. Owing to.the war, ex- 
ports bave fluctuated yery much, During 
the-last-six months-of-1914-Great-Britaio 
received. more, but during the: first. six 
monthg of 1915 considerably less than dar- 
ing the: corresponding’ months:.of the -pre- 
vious years, Russia took leas in 1014, but 
during the six months of 1915 her imports 
wero. nearly double those of ‘the: first: half 
of 1914. Australia also took more, Qua- 
lity on the ‘whole was. abot average,. 
Sumatra continues to supply good tea, and 
ja looked on with favour by importers. As 
time goes.on Java:and: Sumatra will prob- 
ably take a. more and more important. posi- 
tion among the- tea-producing countries. of 
the world.
